Throwing in thousands of new troops, the Germans 
are making a desperate effort to drive bade the affied fine 
in Flanders and capture Ypres and h3| positions to the 
southwest Many attacks in strong force aided by artil­ 
lery fire have beni futile and the affies am standing firm 
while inflicting heavy losses on the enemy. Against the 
British around Voormezeele and the French in the Leers 
region the Germans are making the heaviest strokes but 
each assault has been thrown back brilliantly. Tile villa­ 
ges of Voormezeele and Locre are still held by British and 
Frenlh. On the Picardy battle front where American, 
British and French troops await tim next enemy move, 
only artillery has been active. The Germans have not re­ 
newed their local attacks at Hangard.

The government has worked out a 
very complete system whereby the 
farmer who wants to hire a hand can 
tell his rural delivery carrier about it 
and the rural delivery carrier will 
tell the postmaster and the postmas­ 
ter the county labor agent and the 
county labor agent will pass the word 
on to the state and national labor 
agencies. 
But I have yet to learn 
from any of these state or national 
labor agencies about any supply of 
farm labor which they can send to 
Oklahoma in case we ask it. 
And 
right there Is where the shoe pinches. 
Crop plans this year more than ever 
before will depend very largely on 
the available home supply of farm 
labor.—Farmer-Stock man.

That the- plans for a low water 
bridge across the South Canadian 
river just north of Ada should be 
changed to a high water bridge is the 
judgment ofL. C. Lashmet, engineer 
for Waddell A Son, Inc., a well 
known engineering firm of Kansas 
City and New York. The high level 
bridge can be built tor only a few 
thousand w illers more than the low 
level, he says, and the service and 
stability of the bridge would be 
greatly superior to the low level 
kind. 
A high level bridge, according to 
this engineer’s estimate, with seven­ 
teen feet clear roadway, all reen­ 
forced Concrete, and footings carried 
to rock bottom, would cost $45,300. 
To make the roadway nineteen feet 
In the clear instead of seventeen feet 
would cost $49,000> The estimate 
for the low level bridge had previusly 
been made*at $28,000. 
The low level bridge, advocates of 
the high level contend, would be sub­ 
ject to give way in time as a result of 
the high water. 
The high level 
bridge, being above the water, is not 
subject to give away from the press­ 
or the water, and is also at the 
service of the public at all times. 
It is reported that State Highway 
Engineer Max Cunningham is in fa­ 
vor of Yh^high level bridge, though 
this report has not been confirmed 
by the News.

They will not folow the 
counsel of technical men and they 
will “eat up the capital,” so that 
before the factories have been long in 
their hands it will be imposssible to 
keep them going.”
